Dr. MacLachlan, who was badly 
beate" by the Turks, was watchng 
them from the college grounds, in ! 
the suburb of Paradise, and 
ex­ 
pressed a desire to stop them, the 
letter said. 
“The petty officer in charge of the 
marine detachment, Mr. Crocker,” 
the letter continued, “advised him 
not to go; but he was positive of his 
influence with tbd Turks, with whom 
he had always oeen friendly, and 
went. 
Crocker and four or five ma­ 
rines went with him. The group was 
fired on 
by the Turks, whereat 
Crocker ordered his men tt> retire.! 
He himself stayed with 
Dr. 
Mac- 
Lachlan, and they were both made 
prisoners by the Turks and roughly 
used, beaten with clubs and stripped 
of their clothing and shoes.” 
Dr. MacLachlin kept on remon­ 
strating with the Turks and they 
stood him up against a wall to shoot 
him. Cass Reed, dean of the college, 
who had been watching the whole 
thing from a tower, had rushed to 
the gat' and found a passing patrol 
of Turkish cavalry, whose officers he 
begged to go to the officers rescue. 
Providentally he was of the right 
sort, and went and dispersed the 
“chete.” Dr. MacLachlan was carried, 
badly injured, into the college. 
Crocker, the letter added, also was 
beaten. 
Another letter, written by a Minne- 
sota worker whose name was with- i 
held, said that “wherever the Ameri­ 
can flag hung the Armenians and 
Greeks rrught safety ” Miss Minnie I 
Mills, ¿¿an of the girls’ collegiate 
institute, refused no one who begged 
for shelter, the letter said.
